THE UNDERSIGNED KENNETH M. GARRETT DOES DECLARE AS FOLLOWS: 


1 . On or about April 2, 2003 a notice of allowance was received having a date of March 26, 
2003 in respect of the captioned application; attached to the notice was a requirement to file formal 
drawings. 

2. On June 7, 2003 formal drawings were deposited in the Canadian Postal Service in a pre-paid 
envelope for delivery by first class Express mail to the Patent & Trademark Office, addressed to 
Attention of the Official Draftsperson, Commissioner for Patents, PO Box 1450, Alexandria, VA 
223 13-1450. On information and belief, said envelope was delivered to and deposited in the United 
States Postal Service on June 10, 2003. A true copy of said drawings and of the covering letter 
attached thereto is annexed hereto as Exhibit 1, and as Exhibit 2 a true copy of both sides of the 
certificate of mailing. 

3. On June 10, 2003, on information and belief, authorization to deduct payment of the final 
fees in the sum of $950 from a credit card account was transmitted by facsimile to the USPTO at the 
no. 703-308-6778. A true copy of said authorization is annexed hereto as Exhibit 3. 

4. A reply-paid postcard accompanied the letter to the Official Draftsperson, which was diaried 
for receipt by me on June 23, 2003. In view of the non-return of this postcard by that time, I 
immediately initiated a request for the confirmation of the delivery of the envelope from the Canadian 
Postal Service. I was informed in response to my request that the envelope was transferred into the 
US Postal Service system on June 10, 2003, but the fate of the envelope thereafter was unknown. I 
immediately initiated a formal enquiry, with a file no. 58441 being opened by the Canadian Postal 
Service in respect thereof A period of 45 days is prescribed commencing from the mailing date 
within which to complete a formal enquiry of this nature, which period expired on July 24, 2003, and 
I have been informed and do verily believe that this has concluded that the envelope has been lost in 
the US Postal Service. Now Shown to me as Exhibit 4 hereto is a true copy of a letter dated July 29, 
2003 received by me from the Canadian Postal Service relating to this matter. 

All statements made hereinabove of my own knowledge are true and all statements 
made on information and belief are believed to be true. 

I make this declaration in the knowledge that willful false statements and the like are 
punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both (18 U.S.C. 1001) and may jeopardize the 
validity of the application or any patent issuing thereon.
